U.S.-Canadian producers of 


newsprint—the coarse white 
paper used by newspapers- 
raised the delivered price $8 a 
ton effective April 1 of this year. 
There is a differential between 
the East Coast and the Mid- 
South, so the increase to us was 
only $7 a ton, moving our paper 
cost up from $151 per ton to $158. 


Now the word in this morning's 


newspapers is that the largest 
newsprint producers in America 
have posted a second $8-per-ton 
increase to take effect Nov. 1—a 
total increase nationally since 
the first of the year of $16 per ton 
($15 for this area)—an increase 
of 10 per cent in less than a year. 


This is inflation gone crazy. It 


begins to look as though 
newspapers will have to change 
their subscription prices every 
year. Advertisers have had 
advances every year, but sub- 
scribers were spared the blow 
for four or five years at a time. 


But subscription prices are 


tied directly to the cost of 
paper—and suddenly the sober- 
minded newsprint market has 
gone crazy. Formerly I paid $151 
a ton for newsprint, but the car 
received this month cost $158 a 
ton—and the next car will be 
priced at $166.

Jap Air 
Collision 
Kills 162

TOKYO (AP) - A Japanese 


jetliner with 162 persons aboard 
and a Japanese Jet fighter col- 
lided over northern Japan to- 
day and crashed in what ap- 
peared to be the worst disaster 
in aviation history. 


The pilot of the F86F fighter 


parachuted to safety, but the 
national police said there was 
little or no hope of any survi- 
vors from the Boeing 727 air- 
liner. 


The airline, All Nippon Air- 


ways, said only one foreigner 
was aboard the big jet, the 
American flight engineer, Donn 
M. Carpenter of Detroit, Mich. 
He had been flying for the line 
since February 1970. 


By nightfall, the police said 


56 bodies had been recovered in 
a mountainous area about 300 
miles northeast of Tokyo. 


A piece of the tail section of 


the plane was found, and the 
bodies recovered were badly 
mangled. Shortly after dark- 
ness fell, natuonal police said 
other parts of the airliner, in- 
cluding a piece of the fuselage, 
had been found. 


Search and rescue workers 


planned to push through the 
rough terrain throughout the 
night in the virtually hopeless 
search for survivors.

Their landing site is a 
boulder-strewn basin ringed by 
15,000-foot mountains and 
a 


gaping canyon. 


"Good clean sep," Command- 


er David R. Scott reported as 
the two ships moved apart. 


"You're on your own," Alfred 


M. 
Worden 
told Scott 
and 


James B. Irwin as they drifted 
away. 


Until the second attempt was 


successful there was high dra- 
ma and tension for more than 
20 minutes as the two space- 
ships circled the moon. 


Scott and Irwin first 
at- 


tempted the separation at 1:48 
p.m., behind the moon and out 
of radio contact. 


But when they came around 


the edge of the moon the ships 
were still locked firmly nose-to- 
nose. 


"Houston, this is Falcon. We 


did not get a separation," com- 
mander Scott announced. 


Scott, Irwin and Alfred M. 


Worden got a preview of what 
would be ahead when they 
passed 
over 
the mountains 


ringing the landing site shortly 
after they fired into lunar orbit 
Thursday. 


Asked by Mission Control if 


the mountains were craggy or 
rough, the commander replied: 
"They appear to be smooth or 
rounded. But they are cratered 
and in many places rough in 
texture. We don't see any jag- 
ged peaks. 


"They don't look like the 


Alps, or the Tetons or the San 
Juans or any other mountains 
we've seen on earth."

(AP) — Apollo 15's moon-circl- 
ing explorers today beamed to 
earth a striking televised pic- 
ture of the mountain-ringed site 
where they plan to land later in 
the day and then boosted their 
spaceship into a slightly higher 
orbit to help assure a pinpoint 
touchdown. 


As the spaceship zipped with- 


in 30,000 feet of the peaks of the 
Apennine Mountains, television 
viewers caught a brief glimpse 
of the rough terrain and knew 
why David R. Scott and James 
B. Irwin will be attempting the 
riskiest landing yet on the lu- 
nar surface. 


Scott and Irwin prepared to 


separate the landing ship Fal- 
con for a sharp descent over 
the 
15,000-foot peaks of the 


Apennines, aiming to land in a 
small basin hemmed in by the 
mountains and a gaping can- 
yon. 


Touchdown was set for 6:15 


p.m. EDT. 


During the night the low 


point of the spaceship orbit had 
dropped because of lunar grav- 
ity from 11.5 to about 8 miles. 
Mission Control calculated that 
a higher altitude would be 
more favorable for the engine 
ignition that would start Falcon 
to the surface. 


The exact height of the Apen- 


nines is not known and the as- 
tronauts want to clear the 
peaks by about 7,000 feet as 
they come in for the landing. 


Officials said this was a con- 


sideration in deciding to raise 
the orbit. So the astronauts 
fired jet thrusters for 20 sec- 
onds to adjust the low point to 
11.8 miles. 


For 14 minutes, Scott, Irwin 


and Alfred M. Worden pointed 
their TV camera out the win- 
dow as Apollo 15 swooped like a 
roller roaster from the high 
point of its orbit, 65, miles, 
down to about seven miles and 
then zipped up again.

History was made recently 


wncn mutual fund sales fell 
into the minus column, and a 
ripple of alarm ran through 
the investment community. 
Oddly enough the scary news 
—as it looked to many—may 
convey a message of oppor- 
tunity to the small investor. 


For the first time in mu- 


tual fund history, redemp- 
tions were greater than sales 
for the month of May. Total 
sales in the industry were a 
little short of $307 million: at 
the same time, people who 
wanted out redeemed more 
than $428 million worth of 
shares. It drained $121.5 mil- 
lion out of the funds. 


When 
the 
figures 
were 


made public in the latter 
part of June, the stock mar- 
ket dropped in one of its 
sharpest breaks in a year. 
Why did it jolt the .market 
so? Some feared it was the 
beginning of a run on the 
funds, which could depress 
the market, or worse. 


How bad was the news, 


really? Indications are that 
the next month's figures will 
show an improvement. May 
is always a low month for 
the funds. Maybe it wasn't 
as bad as it looked. Still . . . 
for the first time since 1940 
the funds—that is, the fund 
industry—fell into a minus 
position. 


Some individual f u n d s , 


meanwhile, were doing very 
nicely. Most notably, the T. 
Rowe Price group of no-load 
funds. Though it includes the 
largest no-load growth fund 
in the country, it isn't exact- 
ly an industry giant. Through 
May of this year its assets 
amounted to a little over 2 
per cent of the whole in- 
dustry's. Yet it accounted for 
nearly 25 per cent of net in- 
dustry sales. 


That's as if, in a city hav- 


ing 100 groceries, some little 
hustler with two stores was 
selling a fourth of all the 
groceries in the city. And in 
the month of May, so black 
for many another, sales were 
twice their redemptions, giv- 
ing them a healthy plus of 
$7.5 million. How do we fit 
that into the picture?

thereof now of record in the 
Recorder's Office within and for 
Hempstead County, Arkansas, in 
Miscellaneous Record Book 3 at 
page 90. 


Section 2: A copy of this 


Ordinance shall be duly certified 
by the City Clerk and then filed 
and recorded in the office of the 
Recorder of Hempstead County, 
Arkansas, as provided by Sec. 19- 
3828 Ark.

Q) My car was stolen and 


has not been recovered. I pur- 
chased it a month ago for 
$1,000, but it is really worth 
much more than that. When I 
compute my theft loss deduc- 
tion next year, can I base it 
on the worth of the car rather 
than what it cost me? 


A) No. Your loss would be 


the lesser of the cost or fair 
market value. In your case, if 
you had no insurance, your 
deduction would be $900—the 
$1,000 or cost, less the $100 
limitation imposed by the law 
on a personal casualty or theft 
loss deduction. For more in- 
formation, obtain a free copy 
of IRS Publication 547, Tax 
Information on Disasters, Cas- 
ualty Losses, and Thefts, by 
sending a postcard to your 
IRS District office. 


Q) I pay the premiums on 


my son's medical insurance. 
Are these premiums considered 
part of the total support I 
furnished when I determine if 
I can claim him as a depend- 
ent? 


A) Yes. Medical insurance 


premiums are included as an 
item of support, although ben- 
efits under such policies are 
not. 


have income tax withheld from 
my pay? 


A) You can if your employ- 


er agrees. You may then re- 
quest voluntary withheldings 
by filing with him a Form 
W-4, Employee's Withholding 
Exemption Certificate. 


Q) Can a self-employed in- 


dividual set up his own retire- 
ment plan? 


A) Yes. If you are in busi- 


ness for yourself, you may 
deduct your contributions to

Pentagon File £**!fi

WASHINGTON (AP) - An 


unofficial House panel probing 
the Pentagon papers has heard 
repeated testimony that Con- 
gress abdicated its responsi- 
bility to maintain a check and 
balance on the president's han- 
dling of foreign affairs. 


One 
House member sug- 


gested Congress be abolished if 
it could not live up to its re- 
sponsibilities. And another said 
the American public should be 
informed Congress is not doing 
its job. 


The testimony came during a 


three-day hearing called by 17 
antiwar congressmen to probe 
the 47-volume Pentagon papers 
and what they showed about 
the government's inner work- 
ings. The documents traced ori- 
gins of U.S. involvement in 
Vietnam. 


Jonathan Mirsky, a Dart- 


mouth professor and codirec- 
tor of the East Asia Center, 
told the panel Congress doesn't 
know about important foreign- 
policy 
decisions because 
it 


doesn't want to accept there 
responsibility accompanying the 
knowledge. 


"It's not that you have a 


need to know," he said. "It's 
that you don't want to know. 
What you really need is a de- 
sire to know. And you might 
not want to stay in Congress 
any more if you knew" the re- 
sults of the policy, he added. 


Daniel Ellsberg, a former De- 


fense Department researcher 
who says he leaked the war 
documents to newsmen, said 
Congress should press the exec- 
utive department for details of 
the Cambodian and Laotian in- 
vasions. 


"When will Congress decide 


it has the need to know what 
planning went on in the Cam- 
bodian invasion or the Laos in- 
vasion?" he asked. "There's no 
question there was great decep- 
tion."

U.S, Put Down 
Revolt in 
Vietnam 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


United States broke up an at- 
tempted military coup against 
the late South Vietnamese 
President Ngo Dinh Diem by 
threatening to break relations 
and cut off economic aid if re- 
bels shelled the Saigon palace, 
former U.S. ambassador 
El- 


dridge Durbrow said today. 


The retired career diplomat 


said the incident took place 
Nov. 11-12, 1960, three years be- 
fore Diem and his brother, Ngo 
Dinh Nhu, were deposed and 
killed in another coup. 


Durbrow said Diem had been 


giving serious consideration to 
U.S. requests that he name his 
brother an ambassador or send 
him abroad for some assign- 
ment. Diem probably would 
have done this, Dubrow said, if 
it had not been for the unsuc- 
cessful coup attempt headed by 
Col. Nguyen Chanh Thi. 


Nhu had become a "public- 


relations detriment to the Diem 
regime, the former ambassador 
said. 


The coup caused Diem to 


"change his whole position and 
tighten things up very much 
around the country and he ob- 
viously felt he had to have his 
brother's advice in this oper- 
ation," Dubrow said in a radio 
broadcast sponsored 
by the 


American Security Council. 


At the time of the coup, Dur- 


brow said, he did everything he 
could to help Diem and "I 
might have kept him 
from 


being bumped off." 


He said he was awakened at 


the U.S. Embassy in Saigon at 
3 a.m. by an attack on the 
presidential palace and made 
his way to the Cholon district. 


The rebel forces led by Thi 


reached Durbrow by telephone 
from Tan Son Nhut airport, told, 
him they had five howitzers 
ready to fire on the presidential 
palace and asked him to urge 
Diem to step down. 


Durbrow said he informed 


the rebels that if they fired 
they undoubtedly would kill 
some Americans living within 
two blocks of the palace. 


"I said we would break rela- 


tions with you and cut off aid if 
you took this action," the diplo- 
mat recalled. He said 
this 


helped save the situation. 


Durbrow noted that he had 


been quoted in the formerly 
top-secret Pentagon papers as 
suggesting a replacement for 
Diem. 


The ambassador, who served 


in Saigon from 1957 until May 
1961, said the part of his mes- 
sage which was not quoted 
read: "We believe the United 
States should at this time sup- 
port Diem as the best available 
Vietnamese leader, but should 
recognize that the overriding 
U.S. objective is a strong anti- 
Communist Vietnamese govern- 
ment which can command loyal 
and enthusiastic support of the 
widest possible segment of the 
Vietnamese people and is able 
to carry on an effective fight 
against Communist guerrillas."

on Aug. 26, but the breakfast 
turned into a pep rally for 
Mills. 


The breakfast was sponsored 


by Arkansas' constitutional offi- 
cers, all Democrats, and mem- 
bers of the Arkansas congres- 
sional delegation. 


Each of those attending was 


asked to take 30 tickets and sell 
them for $5 each for the Aug. 
26 rally. 


Bumpers called Mills "the 


most uncandidate I have ever 
seen." 


The governor said that the be- 


ginning of Mills' campaign for 
president was much like his for 
governor and Bumpers said "he 
is starting out with 3 per cent 
more votes than I did." 


"Never before have our peo- 


ple been in search of someone 
or something to hold on to, 
someone who will transcend 
sections, parties, business, la- 
bor, young and old, and we be- 
lieve that man is Mills," said 
Rep. 
David Pryor, D-Ark., the 


only member of the Arkansas 
congressional delegation to at- 
tend. 


Lt. Gov. Bob Riley said Ar- 


kansas delegates to the National 
Democratic Convention in Mia- 
mi next year should go with the 
idea of getting Mills nominated 
as a favorite son and keep push- 
ing to get him the party nom- 
ination. 


Joe Purcell, state Democratic
